Located  downtown  on  Las  Olas 
Boulevard,  the  Ft.  Lauderdale  Center 
of  BCC  houses  the  support  personnel 
for  the  total  college.  Classes  and 
special  activities  are  also  available. 

Leased  in  1973,  the  Center  houses 
the  major  college-wide  coordinating 
activities.  If  you  should  drop  in  for 
"cafeteria"  coffee  one  morning  you 
might  see  Dr.  Adams  (the  President), 
Dr.  Hamilton  (Executive 
Vice-President),  Dr.  Young 
(Vice-President  for  Student 
Development),  Dr.  Glenn  Rose 
(Registrar)  or  Ms.  Doris  Norton 
(Coordinator  of  the  Center)  as  they 
gather  for  their  day's  work.  On  the  3rd 
Tuesday  night  of  each  month  you  II 
find  the  Board  of  Trustees  meeting  on 
the  5th  floor.  These  are  open  to  the 
public  and  if  you  ve  always  wanted  to 
see  how  policy  is  decided,  you  should 
attend  a  session.  You  won't  be  the 
only  student  as  Student  Government 
Association  (SGA)  representatives 
attend  each  meeting. 

Since  all  the  major  records  are 
housed  in  the  Ft.  Lauderdale  Center, 
should  you  need  assistance  about 
grades  or  transcripts,  the  3rd  floor 
Registrar's  Office  is  the  place  to  go. 
Student  records  are  guaranteed 
privacy,  so  you  must  sign  any 
transcript  request.  Sending  a  parent  or 
friend  down  won  t  work.  If  you  have  a 
workship  with  BCC,  your  check  comes 
from  the  Personnel  Office  located  on 
the  6th  floor.  This  is  also  where  you 
apply  for  a  job  with  the  college. 

Classes  held  downtown  are  largely 
Business  (Typing,  Shorthand)  or 
Special  Interest,  such  as  Real  Estate, 
Banking,  Fire  Science  and  Public 
Administration.  The  Center  also  hosts 
regional  workshops. 

Need  a  central  place  to  gather 
people  from  all  over  the  county?  The 
Ft.  Lauderdale  Center  has  meeting 
rooms  available  for  public  use.

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THE  BCC  CATALOG? 


Before  you  stagger  into  the 
Advising  department  all  nervewracked 
with  what  you  feel  is  the  unanswerable 
question,  you  should  first  consult  your 
'75-'76  BCC  Catalog.  Chances  are  that 
the  vital  answer  you  seek  is  in  the 
General  Information  section  of  the 
Catalog. 

The  Catalog  is  issued  through  the 
Student  Services  building  on  Central 
Campus  and  Building  3  on  North 
Campus  and  it  contains  all  the 
essential  information  a  student  needs 
about  BCC. 

The  Catalog  gives  the  entire  BCC 
College  Calendar  for  the  year  '75-  76 
so  that  students  will  not  be  in  the  dark 
concerning  the  dates  for  "Drop  & 
Add",  on-line  registration,  and  the 
deadline  for  class  withdrawal.  A 
summary  of  admission  procedure, 
grade  policies,  and  the  schedules  of 
fees  are  all  covered  in  the  General 
Information  section  of  the  Catalog. 

A  very  important  section  is 
graduation  and  degree  requirements 
for  Associate  in  Arts  degree  student.  It 
is  a  section  each  of  you  should  study 
and  know  by  heart  because  each  of 
you  will  have  to  fulfill  these 
requirements  before  you  can  be 
awarded  a  degree  from  BCC. 

Course  descriptions  are  listed  in  the 
next  seven  sections  -  each  department 
lists  the  courses  they  offer  with  a  short 
description  of  each  course. 

Those  seven  departments  are:

After  the  Special  Program  section 
the  A.S.  Degree  programs  are  given  - 
the  graduation  requirements  are 
outlined  under  each  program  -  the 
student  in  this  area  must  follow  the 
A.S.  Degree  program  exactly.

3)  Public  Services 

4)  Criminal  Justice 

Next,  is  a  list  of  the  member  of  the 
Administration  and  the  Faculty. 

Finally,  there  is  the  Index  -  if  a 
student  has  trouble  finding  where 
something  is  listed  in  the  Catalog,  he 
should  look  here. 

So  make  the  Catalog  your  first 
source  of  reference  concerning 
questions  about  school.  Used  wisely,  it 
can  save  you  many  trips  to  the 
Counseling. Department.  However,  if 
your  question  goes  beyond  the  scope 
of  the  BCC  Catalog,  then  by  all  means 
pay  Counseling  a  visit.

HOUR? 

In  consulting  the  BCC  Catalog  the 
student  will  find  that  courses  are 
designated  as  3  semester  hours,  2 
semester  hours,  or  1  semester  hour. 
Some  Math  courses  have  5  semester 
hours  of  credit  shown  next  to  them. 
Seeing  this,  the  new  student  may  ask 
the  obvious  question,  "Just  what  is  the 
semester  hours? 

Although  obvious,  the  question  is 
not  at  all  trivial  since  the  semester 
hour  is  the  basic  unit  of  credit  at  the 
community  college. 

A  course  is  3  semester  hours  if  a 
student  attends  a  class  3  hours  a  week 
for  the  17  weeks  of  a  semester.  A 
student  earns  5  semester  hours  of 
credit  if  he  attends  class  5  hours  a 
week  for  the  same  semester. 

An  exception  to  this  rule  is  the  1 
semester  hour  courses  such  as  Physical 
'Education,  Science  labs,  and  reading. 
A  student  will  attend  class  2  hours  a 
week  to  earn  one  semester  hour. 

A  credit  is  what  students  earn  for  a 
1  semester  hour  class.  A  student  gets  3 
credits  for  a  3  semester  hour  course. 
The  word  credit  should  not  confuse 
the  new  student  for  it  means  the  same 
as  semester  hour  .  The  two  words  are 
interchangeable. 


'MINI-MESTESTER 


Upon  first  look,  the  new  student 

might     be     confused     by     the 

"mini-mester"  concept.  Basically,  the 

mini-mester  operates  the  same  way  as 

the  accelerated  summer  terms  (Terms 

3A    and     38).    According    to    our 

very-unofficial-but-reliable-all-the-same 

BCC    Orientation     Dictionary:    A 

mini-mester   is  a  short  6  weeks  term 

given  within  a  regular  term,  e.g. 

Term  I 

Late  August  to  mid-December 

(17  weeks) 

Term  I A 

Sept.  to  mid-Oct. 

(6  weeks) 

Term  IB 

Late  Oct.  to  mid-Dec. 

(6  weeks) 

These  mini-semesters  are  designated 

by  the  letter  "a"  or  "b".  As  long  as 

the    student    doesn  t    go    over    the 

maximum  course  load  of  18  semester 

hours   at  a  time,  he  can  register  for 

courses    offered     in    the    mini-mester 

along    with     his    regular    semester 

courses. 
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A  SEMESTER? 


A  semester  at  BCC  is  a  period  of  17 
weeks  of  school:  sixteen  weeks  of 
classes  and  one  week  of  exams.  There 
are  three  semesters,  otherwise  known 
as  "terms",  in  a  school  year: 

1)  Term  1  goes  from  the  end  of 
August  until  a  week  before  Christmas. 

2)  Term  2  goes  from  the  beginning 
of  January  until  the  first  week  of  May. 

3)  Term  3  is  a  special  semester  split 
into  2  six-week  sessions.  These  are 
accelerated  semesters  in  which  the 
student  goes  to  class  every  day  and 
covers  the  same  material  as  in  a  regular 
semester. 


To  be  considered  as  a  full-time 
student,  one  must  carry  a  minimum 
load  of  12  semester  hours.  Fifteen  or 
sixteen  hours  is  considered  the  normal 
scholastic  load  and  18  hours  is  the 
maximum  which  may  be  carried. 
However,  students  who  made  a 
qualifying  point  average  of  3.2  or 
higher  may  carry  an  extra  course  with 
administrative  permission,  but  in  no 
event  shall  the  maximum  load  exceed 
21  semester  hours.  The  maximum  load 
for  Term  3A  or  3B  is  nine  semester 
hours;  the  normal  load  is  six  semester 
hours. 


■A   TRANSFERABLE 
COURSE? 

All  courses  numbered  "lOO  or 
above,  such  as  ENG  1 01 ,  MTH  1 31 ,  or 
PHI  260,  are  transferable  to  most 
universities  in  the  country  on  the  A.A. 
Degree  program.  But  there  are  courses 
offered  which  do  not  count  as  college 
credit. 

These  are  the  remedial  courses  in 
English,  reading,  math  and  science 
which  are  offered  as  background  or 
preparatory  courses  for  those  students 
who  need  additional  work  before 
taking  college  level  courses.  Such 
remedial  courses  numbered  below 
"lOO",  such  as  ENG  095  or  MTH  092, 
do  not  count  as  college  credit  at  BCC 
and  are  not  transferable. 

Also,  courses  especially  designed 
for  technicial  degrees  may  or  may  not 
transfer.  Please  check  your  catalog 
and/or  with  your  academic  advisee. 


THE  LIBRARIES. . . 


The  library  is  an  important  part  of 
any  educational  institution,  since  it  is 
the  greatest  source  of  information 
available  to  the  student  on  campus. 
There  is  a  library  on  both  the  Central 
and  North  Campus. 

The  Central  Campus  library's 
principal  collection  of  books  is  located 
on  the  ground  floor  of  BIdg.  60. 

The  North  Campus  library  is 
located  on  the  ground  floor  of  BIdg.  9. 
Central  Campus  library  has  an 
interesting  background.  Its  original 
location  was  an  old  army  oarrack, 
south  of  Ft.  Lauderdale  International 
Airport,  where  BCC  was  born.  The 
library  opened  with  approximately 
300  books,  1/3  of  which  were  donated 
by  an  English  teacher.  That  was 
September,  1960. 

Our  present  library  opened  in 
August,  1963.  Mr.  Drake,  director  of 
library  services  has  been  the  library  s 
director  for  15  years. 

The  central  room  in  the  Central 
Campus  library,  besides  housing  the 
majority  of  books,  is  equipped  with 
tables  and  partitioned  study  booths 
for  students  who  wish  to  work 
independently  and  quietly. 

Periodicals  are  kept  in  closed  stacks 
in  a  separate  room  adjoining  the 
reference  area.  Students  must  fill  out 
request  slips  for  specific  magazines  and 
give  them  to  a  librarian  in  order  to 
obtain  periodicals.  Periodicals  may  not 
be  removed  from  the  library. 

Fee  cards  serve  as  Library  cards.  In 
addition,  students  fill  out  individual 
cards  for  each  book  checked  out. 
These  cards  require  the  students 
name,  number,  address,  phone  and 
information  about  the  books  being 
checked  out. 

Students  who  do  not  know  how  to 
use  the  basic  library  reference  material 
are  encouraged  to  seek  instructions 
from  a  librarian.  No  student  should 
leave  the  library  after  an  unsuccessful 
search  without  asking  a  librarian  for 
help. 

A  coin-operated  Xerox  machine  is 
available  for  student  use  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  Central  Campus  library. 
Copies  are  10  cents  each.

-  an  interesting  course  of  studies  to 
pursue,  and 

-  a  decision  on  realistic  life  and  career 
goals 


Counselors  are  professionally 
trained  to  help  you  not  only  solve 
your  personal  and  academic  problems, 
but  to  help  you  discover  more  about 
yourself  that  can  lead  you  to  a  more 
satisfying  future.  They  are  highly 
skilled  in  helping  your  personalize 
your  situation  and  identify  alternatives 
upon  which  to  make  your  life  goal 
decisions. 

Although  Counselors  and  Advisors 
are  always  available  to  help  with 
problems,  come  in  any  time  if  you 
have  a  question  to  ask  or  just  want  to 
talk.  We  would  like  to  meet  you. 

A  College  Catalogue  Library  is 
available  in  the  Counseling  area  as  well 
as  in  the  Career  Center. 

Academic  Advisors  are  experts  on 
B.C.C.  policies,  procedures,  programs 
and  courses.  They  will  help  you 
choose  your  courses  at  the  beginning 
of  each  term  for  your  particcular  field 
of  interest.  The  Academic  Advisor  is 
your  source  of  information  on  degree 
requirements,  transfer  policies  of 
upper  division  colleges,  course 
requirements  for  particular  majors, 
and  any  problems  related  to  program 
planning.    - 

However,  a  self-advisement 
option  is  open  to  you  each  term  in 
which  you  assume  full  responsibility 
for  the  soundness  and  accuracy  of 
your  program.  The  Advisors  do  not 
want  to  harass  the  student,  but  are 
available  to  help.  The  final  decision 
making  on  your  courses  and  program 
is  yours. 


THE  BOOKSTORES 


Broward  Community  College  has 
two  bookstores.  One  Is  located  in 
BIdg.  3  on  North  Campus  and  the 
other  enjoys  its  own  facility  on 
Central  Campus.  We  hope  when  you 
are  shopping  for  your  Term  I 
textbooks  you  will  avail  yourself  of 
our  many  services.  For  instance,  did 
you  know  we  have  one-day  photo 
developing  service,  personalized  license 
tags,  college  rings,  nursing  pins  and 
caps,  special  book  orders  and  a  large 
selection  of  paperback  books  for  your 
reading  enjoyment?  We  even  stock 
tennis  balls,  handball  gloves,  and  other 
HPR  material. 

Personal  checks,  $5  or  less,  will  be 
cashed  with  a  purchase  (however 
small).  Your  fee  card  and  proper 
identification  are  mandatory. 

The  textbooks  you  buy  are  selected 
by  the  individual  instructor  and  are 
listed  alphabetically  by  department 
and  within  the  department  by 
sequential  class  numbers.  Books  are 
labeled  "This  is  a  required  text,"  "This 
is  a  recommended  text  ,  and  This  is  a 
supplemental  text.  If  you  have  any 
trouble  locating  your  textbooks  our 
staff  will  be  happy  to  assist  you.  Buy 
only  required  texts  before  attending 
class. 

Plan  to  buy  your  books  at  the 
beginning  of  each  semester.  Any  over 
stock  books  will  be  returned  before 
the  semester  ends  in  preparation  for 
the  next  semester. 

The  prices  of  textbooks  are 
established  by  the  publishers  and 
represent  production  costs  and 
overhead  expenses  plus  a  reasonable 
return  on  their  investment.  We  are  in 
inflationary  times  and  publishing  costs 
have  increased  the  textbook  cost. 
Book  prices  are  subject  to  change  to 
the  bookstore  without  notice. 

BCC  owns  and  operates  the 
bookstores.  Any  profits  are  recycled 
back  into  the  school's  funds. 

BUY-BACK  POLICY 

The  bookstores  will  buy  back 
textbooks,  if  they  are  going  to  be  used 
next  term,  the  first  and  the  last  three- 


weeks  of  each  semester.  This  includes 
exam  week.  The  maximum  amount  for 
buying  back  a  book  is  50  per  cent  of 
the  new  book  price. 

Students  returning  books  within 
two  weeks  of  purchase  WITH  purchase 
receipt  will  receive  a  full  refund. 

The  staff  will  be  happy  to  order 
books  for  you  if  you  cannot  find  them 
on  the  shelves. 

We  at  the  bookstore  look  forward 
to  Term  I  and  meeting  you.  We  are 
here  to  serve  students,  faculty,  and 
staff  and  hope  you  will  ask  questions 
regarding  our  bookstore  and  the 
services  we  offer. 


Words  to  the  wise  when  entering 
the  bookstore,  you  MUST  leave  any 
books  you  are  holdign  outside  the 
turnstile  to  avoid  being  charged  for 
them  when  you  leave.  Shelves  are 
available  but  we  suggest  that  you  make 
use  of  the  free  lockers  available  (you 
deposit  a.  coin  but  get  it  back  when 
you  return).  We  urge  this  caution, 
because,  unfortunately,  there  are  some 
students  who  have  not  yet  outgrown 
the  highschool  habit  of  stealing  books.

To     help    make    the    unpleasant    as 
painless    as    possible,    here    are   some 
Tips    which  will  help  you. 

1.  Register  as  early  as  possible.  The 
payment  due  date  assigned  at  the 
time  of  registration,  allows  a  longer 
period  of  time  for  payment. 

2.  Pay  by  mail.  Postage  paid, 
pre-addressed  envelopes  are 
available  when  registering.  Care 
shoul-d  be  taken  by  mailing 
payment  in  sufficient  time  to  be 
received  by  the  assigned  due  date. 
Fee  schedule  receipt  will  be 
returned,  when  address  is  supplied. 

3.  Fees  are  due  and  payable  in  full  at 
the  Bursar's  Office,  on  or  before 
the  due  date  assigned  at 
registration.  Fee  payments  received 
after  the  assigned  due  date  cannot 
be  processed.  The  student  is 
required  to  re-register;  as  schedule 
is  voided  when  not  paid  in  full  by 
the  assigned  due  date. 

4.  Schedule  changes,  drops  or  adds, 
may  affect  your  fees.  A  new  fee 
card  should  be  obtained,  which  will 
reflect  additional  fees  due  or  your 
refund.  The  college  calendar 
printed  in  our  catalog  should  be 
consulted  for  final  dates  when 
refunds  can  be  made. 


5.  Florida  Law  does  not  permit  the 
College  Bursar  s  Office  to  cash 
checks. 

6.  All  checks,  in  payment  of  fees, 
must  show  your  name,  local 
address,  local  phone  number,  and 
your  Social  Security  number. 
Policy  requires  a  $5.00  fine  be 
collected  on  all  returned  checks, 
not  honored  by  your  bank  when 
presented  for  payment. 

7.  Your  fee  card  is  your  receipt  of 
payment.  Keep  it  with  you  while 
attending  BCC.  You  will  need  a 
paid  up  fee  card  to  take  books  out 
of  the  library.  A  duplicate  will 
cost  you  $1.00  should  you  lose 
yours.

Students  who  feel  they  have  a 
financial  need  should  seek  assistance 
from  the  financial  aid  departnnent. 
They  will  find  the  staff  more  than 
willing  to  assist  and  understand  their 
needs.  There  are  several  types  of 
assistance  ranging  from  loans,  grants, 
scholarships  and  employment,  or  a 
combination  of  these. 

Evidence  of  financial  need  is 
determined  by  parents  and/or 
student's  confidential  statements  and 
the  BCC  application.  These  forms  may 
be  obtained  at  the  financial  aid  office 
and  should  be  mailed  to  the  respective 
evaluating  service  by  June  1st  in  order 
to  meet  the  priority  deadline. 

To  receive  financial  assistance  a 
student  must  meet  only  three 
requirements:  (1.)  Proof  of  financial 
need;  (2.)  Full  time  student  status;  (3.) 
Maintenance  of  a  2.0  academic 
standing. 


Short  Term  Loans  may  be 
obtained  for  full  time  students  with  a 
2.0  average.  Emergency,  or  short  term 
loans,  are  limited  to  $100.00  per  term 
if  funds  are  available.  Repayment  must 
be  made  before  the  end  of  the  term  in 
which  the  loan  was  made. 

GRANTS 

Financial  assistance  in  the  form  of 
grants  is  available  and  does  not  have  to 
be  repaid  by  the  student. 

The  "Basic  Opportunity  Grant  is 
federally  funded.  The  maximum  award 
you  may  receive  is  $888.00  minus  the 
amount  you,  or  your  family,  are 
expected  to  contribute.  You  are 
eligible  for  this  program  if  it  is  your 
first  time  to  be  enrolled  as  a  post  high 
school  student  and  you  are  a  U.S. 
citizen  or  plan  to  become  one.  You 
must  also  meet  the  financial  need 
criteria

FINANCIAL  AID 


LOANS 

There  are  five  types  of  loans  a 
student  may  obtain.  All  long  term 
loans  are  low  interest  with  payment 
deferred  until  the  student  graduates, 
withdraws,  or  changes  status.  Short 
term  loans  must  be  repaid  within  the 
term  borrowed. 

The  "Nursing  Loan  Program"  is 
available  on  a  need  basis  for  students 
working  on  an  associate  degree  in 
nursing.  This  loan  is  also  long  term 
with  low  interest. 

The  Federally  Insured  Loan 
Program  is  an  arrangement  by  which 
a  student  can  make  a  loan  through  a 
bank,  credit  union,  or  other  lending 
agency,  and  the  Federal  Government 
will  provide  the  guarantee  of  the  loan 
on  approval.  Interest  of  7%  will  begin 
nine  months  after  termination. 
Maximum  loan  is  $2,000  per  year. 

The  Florida  Insured  Loan 
Program  is  available  on  a  need  basis 
to  part  time  or  full  time  students  who 
are  residents  of  Florida.  Interest  of  7% 
will  be  paid  to  the  government  while 
the  student  is  enrolled. 


The  Supplement  Educational 
Opportunity  Grant"  is  for  students 
with  exceptional  financial  need.  A 
student  may  receive  up  to  one  half  of 
his  total  financial  assistance  through 
this  grant. 

The  "Law  Enforcement  Education 
Grants  are  restricted  to  tuition  and 
books  for  in-service  law  enforcement 
officers. 

A  number  of  Tuition  Waivers"  are 
available  to  students  with  special 
interests  or  talents  in  specific  areas 
such  as  music,  drama,  art,  etc.  These 
awards  are  made  by  the  department 
chairperson.  They  are  granted  each 
semester  for  a  maximum  of  four 
semesters. 

The  Financial  Aid  Office  also 
administers  Work  Study  Programs." 
Students  may  work  at  the  BCC 
campus  or  at  any  public  school  in 
Broward  County.  Students  are  paid  an 
hourly  rate  and  may  work  15  hours  a 
week. 

Financial  assistance  is  easy  to 
obtain  once  it  has  been  proven  that 
need  exists.  If  you  believe  you  qualify, 
go  and  see  them. 


Buehler  Planetarium  is  located  on 
the  Central  Campus  and  serves  all  of 
BCC's  campuses.  The  Planetarium 
Complex  is  unique  because  it  contains 
two  separate  planetarium  chambers  - 
one  forty  foot  chamber,  which 
provides  100  seats  for  college  classes 
and  public  shows,  and  one  twenty  foot 
chamber,  which  is  extensively  used  for 
instructing  local  school  children. 

The  Planetarium  facilities  were 
planned  to  incorporate  three  areas  of 
interest.  The  first  area  is  that  of 
college  education  in  astronomy; 
second  is  that  of  adult  community 
services  through  shows  and 
presentations;  the  third  area  of  interest 
is  dedicated  to  school  children,  both 
public  and  private,  as  well  as  scouts 
and  other  interested  groups. 

The  general  public,  as  well  as  civic 
groups  and  other  organizations,  are 
cordially  invited  to  attend  our 
regularly  scheduled  shows  each 
Thursday  at  7:30  p.m.  and  each 
Sunday  afternoon  at  2:00  &  3:30  p.m. 
Telescopes  will  be  available  for  public 
use  following  the  Thursday  night 
programs,  weather  permitting.  Special 
group  shows,  at  times  other  than  those 
regularly  scheduled,  may  be  arranged 
by  calling  the  Planetarium  -  791-4590. 


DRAMA 


The  BCC  Central  Campus  Drama 
department  presents  a  minimum  of 
three  major  productions  each 
academic  year,  and  serves  all  of  BCC's 
campuses  and  the  public.  Tryouts  are 
open  to  all  students  and  members  of 
the  community  who  wish  to 
participate  as  actors,  technicians,  or 
crew  members.  Members  of  the  cast  or 
crew  may  receive  three  credits  through 
DRA  200,  Theatre  Production  Series. 

Productions  in  1974-75  were  The 
Lion  in  Winter,  /[/lather  Courage  and 
Her  Children,  and  View  from  the 
Bridge. 

The  Pantomime  Players,  a 
pantomime  repertory  company,  give 
workshops  and  perform  throughout 
the  year  for  local  schools  and 
community  groups. 

For  students  who  wish  to  major  or 
minor  in  Drama,  the  curriculum  offers 
work  which  fulfills  general  educational 
requirements  and  provides  theoretical 
and  practical  experience  in  theatre  arts 
leading  to  all  aspects  of  educational 
and  professional  theatre.

Drama  majors  are  urged  to  begin 
their  course  work  in  Drama  the  first 
term  of  their  freshman  year,  and  to 
consult  a  member  of  the  Drama 
faculty  before  registration  for 
assistance  in  planning  their  course 
schedules. 

The  Drama  department  is  located 
in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  Central 
Campus  in  building  30. 

Two  free  tickets  are  available  to 
BCC  students  for  each  production.  For 
further  information  call  the  Drama 
Department  at  581-9052  or  stop  by 
and  meet  the  faculty  and  Drama 
students. 


Traffic  rules,  regulations  and 
directive  signs  governing  the  use  of 
motor  vehicles  aryin  effect  24  hours  a 
day.  The  campus  speed  limit  is  20  mph 
unless  otherwise  posted.  The  speed 
limit  in  parking  areas  is  10  mph. 

Motorists  must  give  right-of-way  to 
pedestrians.  Driving  or  riding  vehicles 
on  grass,  paths  or  side-walks  is 
prohibited. 

All  yellow  painted  blocks  are 
restricted  parking.  They  are  reserved 
for  faculty,  staff,  or  visitors  only. 


SECURITY 


Besides  protecting  students,  their 
personal  property,  and  the  property  of 
the  college,  the  Campus  Security 
Department  is  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  establish  traffic 
and  parking  regulations  and  to  provide 
penalties  for  infractions. 

Automobiles,  motorcycles, 
motorscooters,  bicycles  and  other 
vehicles  used  on  BCC  campuses  must 
be  registered  in  the  Security  office. 
Any  person  registering  a  vehicle  must 
present  a  valid  Operator's  Permit, 
License  Tag  Registration,  and  Student 
Fee  Card. 

A  decal  evidencing  registration  will 
be  issued  for  the  specific  vehicle  and 
operator.    These    decals    are    not 


transferable  and  must  be  removed 
from  the  vehicle  upon  disposal  of  the 
vehi(?le. 

All  part  and  full-time  students  must 
obtain  a  parking  decal  in  order  to  use 
BCC's  parking  facilities. 

Decals  must  be  obtained  no  later 
than  the  second  week  of  the  semester. 
After  this  grace  period  decals  must  be 
properly  displayed  within  24  hours  of 
the  first  use  of  the  vehicle  on  campus. 

The  decals  are  issued  FREE  by  the 
security  office.  They  arevailable  on 
Central  Campus  in  Building  7, 
downstairs,  and  Building  03  on  North 
Campus,  from  8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  daily. 
The  4,200  spaces  are  available  on  a 
first  come,  first  serve  basis. 


Traffic  citations  must  be  presented 
at  the  Security  Office  and  paid  in  the 
Business  Office  within  three  school 
days  after  issuance.  Otherwise,  an 
additional  $1  will  be  added  to  the  fine. 

Any  student  who  fails  to  honor  a 
citation  by  the  end  of  an  academic 
term  will  have  his  or  her  grades 
withheld  until  the  citation  is  paid.

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Student  Government  today  has 
taken  on  an  entirely  different 
perspective  than  what  it  normally  has 
been.  In  the  past.  Student  Governments 
were  run  by  students  who  felt  the  best 
way  to  serve  students  was  on  the 
campus  level  alone.  Today  this  is  not 
true,  as  I  will  discuss  later.  For  now, 
let  me  try  to  describe  how  your 
Student  Government  works  for  you. 

The  government  is  divided  into  two 
sections.  One  section  is  the  Executive 
branch.  This  branch  is  made  up  of  the 
President,  Vice  President,  Director  of 
Internal  Affairs,  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  Executive  Secretary,  and  the 
Administrative  Aides  who  handle  the 
research  for  the  Executive  Cabinet  to 
use  when  presenting  an  issue  that 
needs  to  be  resolved  to  the 
administration. 


Student  Government  leaders  are 
also  very  conscious  of  what  is 
happening  as  far  as  students  are 
concerned  in  the  state  and  National 
level.  For  it  is  at  these  levels  that  the 
S.G.A.  can  accomplish  the  most  for 
students.  As  you  surely  realize,  we  are 
facing  tuition  and  living  cost  increases 
-  twice  the  rate  of  inflation  -  which  are 
forcing  2-1/2%  of  students  out  of 
school  for  every  $100  increase  in 
costs.  But  now  is  not  the  time  for 
students  to  sink  into  a  defeatist 
attitude.  We  have  the  ability  right  in 
our  own  college  to  successfully 
overcome  this  enormous  liability  we 
all  face.  For  example,  look  at  the 
pivotal   position  we  find  ourselves  in. 

Our  institution  is  in  one  of  37 
states  which  have  already,  or  intend  to 
raise  tuition  this  year.  BCC  is  in  one  of 
110  Congressional   Districts  in  which 


Opportunity  Grants,  $135  million 
additional  Basic  Educational 
Opportunity  Grants  and  $119  million 
additional  for  College-Work  study. 

As  you  can  see,  student 
government  today  is  not  what  it  has 
been  in  the  past.  It  takes  dedicated 
people  with  dreams  for  the  future  to 
work  as  student  representatives.  For 
now  we  deal  with  all  facets  of  student 
life  and  are  not  just  an  organization 
primarily  concerned  with  Robert's 
Rules.  We  tend  to  turn  our  backs  on 
the  pessimists  who  call  us  all  dreamers 
and  blindly  try  to  tell  us  it  can't  be 
done.  Instead  we  align  ourselves  with 
the  people  and  the  organizations  who 
have  done  it  before  and  are  willing  to 
help  us  achieve  our  goals  now.

The  second  branch  consists  of  the 
legislature.  This  is  the  part  of  the 
government  where  legislation  is  passed 
through  that  would  benefit  the 
students  as  a  whole.  Forty-four 
Senators  make  up  the  legislature. 
Anyone  can  be  a  Senator  as  long  as  he 
or  she  sufficiently  demonstrates  to  the 
President  and  the  Senate  that  he  is 
willing  and  capable  to  perform  the 
functions  and  duties  of  a  Student 
Body  Senator. 

As  I  mentioned  before.  Student 
Government  works  for  the  students  of 
today  in  many  varied  ways.  On  the 
campus  level,  the  student  government 
is  the  official  voice  to  the 
Administration  of  BCC.  If  you,  as  a 
student,  have  any  complaints  with 
faculty  or  just  have  a  gripe  about  the 
way  things  are  going  on  in  the  school, 
then  it  is  the  SGA's  job  to  try  to  iron 
those  problems  out. 


the  student  populations  at  BCC 
collectively  exceeds  the  number  of 
votes  by  which  our  Representatives 
were  elected  in  1974. 

And  by  virtue  of  the  size  of  the 
enrollment  at  our  college,  BCC  can  be 
one  of  the  more  potentially  active  and 
influential  schools  in  the  country. 

A  few  examples  of  what  students  at 
other  colleges  are  doing  are:  last 
month.  Brown  University  students 
voted  to  strike  until  the  administration 
agreed  to  partially  restore  financial  aid 
cuts.  The  students  also  wanted  to 
participate  in  budget-making  decisions. 
The  Association  of  Illinois  Student 
Governments  was  able  to  keep  tuition 
from  being  raised  two  years  in  a  row. 
In  Washington,  D.C.  on  April  16, 
1975,  students  at  the  NSL  annual 
conference  were  successful  in  lobbying 
for  additional  appropriations  of  $110 
million  for  Supplemental   Educational

Glen  A.  Lewis,  president  of  BCC's 
Student  Government,  is  the  first 
student  from  Florida  to  be  selected  to 
serve  on  the  National  Board  of 
Directors  of  ttie  National  Student 
Lobby.  This  organization  lobbies  and 
testifies  in  Congress  on  student  related 
issues.  BCC  was  labeled  in  Washington, 
D.C,  as  having  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  and  motivated  Senate 
Governments  in  the  nation. 
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The  Career  Center  on  Central 
Campus  opened  in  May  1975.  It  is 
located  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
Student  Service  Building  07.  The 
entrance  is  on  the  South  side  of  the 
building. 

The  goal  of  the  Career  Center  is  to 
help  you  develop  and  accomplish 
realistic  and  rewarding  career  goals.  If 
you  are  undecided  as  to  a  future 
career,  if  you  need  a  job  now  -  or  after 
you  graduate,  if  you  want  to  receive 
academic  credit  for  your  work,  or 
want  to  learn  how  to  write  a  resume, 
handle  an  interview,  take  a  mini-course 
in  learning  about  yourself,  take  a 
vocational  test  -  you  need  to  visit  the 
Career  Center. 

Career  Counseling  -  a  program  of 
individual  and  group  counseling, 
vocational  testing,  credit  and 
non-credit  courses  planned  to  help  you 
make  choices  in  line  with  your  life 
goals,  abilities  and  values.  Professional 
career  Counselors  are  ready  to  help 
you  explore  your  personal  attitudes 
and  values,  develop  your 
decision-making  abilities,  establish 
future  life  and  career  goals,  and  help 
you  plan  a  path  to  achieving  these 
goals. 

Ask  about  C.P.W.  100  (Career 
Planning  Workshop)  -  a  one-credit 
course  available  each  semester. 
Specialized  short  courses  and 
workshops  in  career  development  are 
posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the 
Career  Center  and  in  the  display  case 
outside. 

Job  Placement  -  The  job  placement 
part  of  the  Career  Center  is  mutually 
beneficial  to  you  as  a  potential 
employee  and  to  the  company  or 
person  who  wants  to  hire  you.  A  list 
of  current  job  opportunities  is  always 
available,  and  includes  part-time  and 
full-time,  semi-skilled  and 
career-related  opportunities. 
Information  concerning  employment 
trends,  interview  techniques,  current 
salary  levels  in  various  fields,  a  library 
of  occupational  briefs  with  specific 
information  on  hundreds  of  jobs,  and 
occupational  fields  are  also  available  in 
the  Career  Center.  There  are  tables  to 
browse  at,  materials  to  become 
familiar  with,  and  new  jobs  available 
every  day.

If  you  are  interested  in  finding  a 
job  in  the  field  of  your  study,  or  have 
a  job  in  your  field  and  want  to  receive 
credit  for  it,  or  are  just  thinking  about 
how  a  job  can  help  you,  come  to  the 
Co-Op  Department.  They  are 
interested  and  want  to  help.  You  will 
receive  credits  for  your  work:  three 
credits  for  a  full-time  job  and  two 
credits  for  a  part-time  job.  The  job 
you  get  will  help  you  in  school  for  you 
will  be  applying  what  you  learn  in  the 
classroom.  If  you  are  not  sure  about 
your  field  of  study  or  not  sure 
whether  or  not  you  want  to  go  on  for 
a  four-year  degree,  your  job  will 
expose  you  to  your  field,  answer  some 
of  your  questions,  and  bring  more 
questions  -  if  you  will  seek  the 
answers  because  you  want  to  know 
how  and  where,  you  can  reach  your 
goals.

This  paper  with  a 
printout  of  your  classes,  validated  with 
a  stamp  from  the  bursar's  office 
signifies  that  you  have  paid  your  fees. 

This  fee  paper  is  required  for 
checking  out  books  at  the  library  and 
cashing  checks  at  the  book  store.  Since 
it  is  prone  to  wear  we  are  offering  to 
give  you  official  BCC  ID  cards  which 
will  be  validated  in  the  student 
activities  office.  All  that  is  needed  is 
proof  that  you  are  a  student  at  BCC 
and  identification. 

We  will  give  you  an  ID  card  which 
can  be  used  for  the  above  services  as 
well  as  community  discounts.  For 
example,  tickets  to  plays  at  the 
Coconut  Grove  Playhouse  are  $3.50 
for  students  instead  of  $6.00  -  $7.00 
or  $8.00  for  non-students. 

The  ID  can  be  validated  for  term  II 
after  the  first  of  the  year,  by  showing 
your  stamped  fee  receipt.  We  hope  this 
will  be  a  convenience  for  students  as 
well  as  staff.

BCC  offers  a  good  university 
parallel  program  for  the  music  major, 
as  well  as  a  wide  choice  of 
extracurricular  music  activities. 

Students  may  be  interested  to 
know  that  the  music  department  is 
classically  oriented,  but  offers  some 
jazz.  The  college  is  also  adding  classical 
guitar  and  accordian  to  the  curricula.

Anyone  interested  in 
Allied  Health  as  a  profession  would 
particularly  find  it  advantageous  as  the 
center  is  located  next  to  Hollywood 
Memorial  Hospital  where  internships 
and  many  of  the  specialized  classes  are 
conducted. 

General  education  courses  in 
English,  Math,  Biology,  Psychology, 
Sociology,  Speech  and  Physical 
Education  are  scheduled  each 
semester,  plus  special  courses  such  as 
Creative  Writing  and  Literature  during 
some  semesters.  Business  courses 
leading  to  a   Real   Estate   License  are 


offered  for  community  residents.  Dr. 
Donald  Rigg  is  Coordinator  of  the 
Hollywood  Center. 

Heralded  as  one  of  the  leading 
occupation  fields  of  the  future.  Allied 
Health  offers  programs  in  Nursing 
(R.N.)  and  Radiology  (Radiologic 
Technology  and  Radiation  Therapy). 
Mrs.  Marjorie  Brantferger  is  Area 
Leader  for  Nursing  and  Mrs.  Susan 
Frazier  is  Area  Leader  for  Radiology. 
Students  considering  these  fields  are 
encouraged  to  drop  by  the  Hollywood 
Center  to  discuss  the  programs  with 
them.

IF  YOU'VE  NEVER  BEEN  TO  COLLEGE  BEFORE. .  . 

1.  Case  the  place.  Come  to  campus  a  few  days  prior  to  classes. 

Locate  each  of  your  classrooms  and  the  offices  of  your 
instructors.  Ask  if  you  can't  find  them. 

2.  Be  on  time  for  classes.  Allow  time  for  traffic  jams  and  the 

parking  game.  Don't  become  known  as  the  perennial  poke 
who  interrupts  the  lecture. 

3.  Find  out  two  dates  —  the  last  day  for  drop  and  add,  and  the 

last  day  to  drop  a  course  without  a  penalty.  Make  a  note  of 
them  on  your  personal  calendar. 

4.  Make  an  honest  attempt  to  see  an  instructor  before  dropping 

a  class  —  she'd  probably  like  to  offer  some  counsel,  and 
just  plain  like  to  know. 

5.  Get  to  know  instructors  outside  the  classroom.  Visit  them  in 

their  offices.  Ask  for  help  or  clarification  on  assignments. 
Talk  over  research  topics.  Ask  about  their  interests. 

6.  Introduce  yourself  to  the  deans  on  the  second  floor  of 
Building  10.  The  quality  of  instruction  is  their  major  con- 
cern —  give  them  the  good  word  (as  well  as  the  bad)  on 
your  classes,  instructors  and  campus  staff.  Remember 
they  are  paid  to  facilitate  your  learning  and  to  make  this 
campus  a  goodj)lace  to  be. 

7.  Get  to  know  at  least  one  other  student  per  class  well  enough 

to  exchange  phone  numbers  and  class  notes. 

8.  Explain  to  your  instructors  any  "special  absences"  such  as 

child  caring,  illnesses,  emergencies,  etc. 

9.  Sit  in  the  front  of  the  room  and  maintain  good  eye  contact. 

Use  a  easette  for  lengthy  lectures.  Transcribe  notes  at 
home.

10.  Ask  how  to  study  for  an  announced  test.  If  a  test  is  going  to 
be  essay  type,  ask  tlie  inntructor  for  a  "sample  question." 

11.  Get  to  know  the  library  staff.  They're  more  than  willing  to 
help  —  ask  if  you  don't  see  it!  Before  deciding  on  a  definite 
research  topic,  determine  if  adequate  material  is 
available. 

12.  Share  research.  If  you  come  across  relevant  research  in 
one  of  your  courses  —  either  purposely  or  accidentally  — 
share  it  with  your  instructor. 

13.  Type  assignments  if  possible  —  but  proofread  carefully.  A 
neatly  typed  paper  says  you've  made  an  effort. 

14.  Be  innovative.  Suggest  new  ideas  on  grading,  writing 
papers,  test  taking,  etc.  to  your  instructor.  Give  her 
feedback.  Let  her  know  your  reactions  —  don't  just  "digest 
and  spit  back." 

15.  Explore  the  free  services  offered  by  the  Counseling  and 
Student  Development  Staff.  You'll  get  help  with  studying, 
careers,  and  YOU!!!

By  this  time,  many  persons  are  aware  of  the  current  state 
of  the  economy  and  the  effect  that  it  has  had  on  institutions  of 
higher  education  such  as  BCC.  For  those  who  are  not  aware. 


the  recession  manifests  itself  at  the  college  and  campus  levels 
through  a  reduction  of  funds.  Since  the  state  legislature  has  set 
a  limit  on  the  number  of  FTE  (fulltime  equivalent)  students 
they  will  fund,  this  means  that  we  will  not  be  permitted  to  grow 
at  the  same  rate  as  last  year.  However,  this  does  not  mean  that 
our  commitment  to  the  concept  of  a  comprehensive  com- 
munity college  will  be  diminished.  We  will  still  offer  a  variety 
of  technical,  vocational,  transfer,  certificate,  and  community 
service  programs. 

The  more  encouraging  news  includes  the  opening  of  two 
new  classroom  facilities  at  North  Campus.  They  are  buildings 
16,  Learning  Resources,  Art,  Mathematics  and  Science,  and 
22,  Social  Sciences.  Building  16  is  directly  south  of  building  10 
and  completes  the  quadrangle  of  buildings  9,  10,  16,  and  17. 
Building  22  is  directly  south  of  building  17  and  southeast  of 
building  16.  These  new  classroom  facilities  will  enable  us  to 
increase  our  on-campus  capacity  to  the  degree  that  we  may 
not  have  to  lease  off-campus  space  as  we  did  last  year.  Ad- 
ditionally, we  expect  these  new  facilities  to  enhance  the  quality 
of  learning  at  North  Campus. 

The  "sense  of  community"  which  prevails  on  North 
Campus  can  be  sustained  and  perpetuated.  Therefore,  I  am 
taking  this  opportunity  to  invite  all  new  and  returning 
students,  faculty,  staff  and  administration  to  become  involved 
in  those  programs  and  activities  which  will  help  to  make  this 
campus  an  attractive  and  responsive  environment.  I  believe 
that  we  can  all  work  together  to  make  North  Campus  a 
stimulating,  exciting,  learning  environment.  For  those  who 
are  here  for  the  first  time,  I  hope  you  will  consider  yourselves 
to  be  an  integral  part  of  the  campus  community,  and  since  you 
are  part  of  the  community,  you  have  the  opportunity  as  well  as 
the  rights  and  responsibilities  for  making  contributions  toward 
the  improvement  of  the  "psychological  climate."  There  are 
enough  avenues  and  activities  through  which  each  person  may 
determine  how  they  can  become  a  participant  and  not  have  to 
feel  that  they  are  "out  of  it."  In  other  words,  the  opportunities 
for  growth  through  participation  are  here,  and  we  encourage 
you  to  take  advantage  of  them. 

In  this  connection,  on  each  Wednesday  from  12:00  to  1:30 
p.m.,  an  activities  hour  was  scheduled  last  year  on  an  ex- 
perimental basis.  All  campus  personnel  were  free  during  this 
period  to  participate  in  seminars,  clubs,  and  a  variety  of 
cultural  enrichment  activities.  Since  our  evaluation  of  this 
program  indicates  that  it  has  been  considered  successful  by 
students,  staff  and  community  members,  this  program  will  be 
continued  during  Terms  I  and  II  of  the  1975-76  academic  year. 
Opportunities  for  participation  are  available  to  all.  We  also 
welcome  suggestions  for  ways  to  improve  the  use  of  this 
weekly  ninety-minute  period. 

■Another  very  important  component  of  our  program  is 
outreach.  This  includes  credit  and  non-credit  offerings  which 
can  be  taken  on  campus  or  off  campus.  We  will  look  for  op- 
portunities to  extend  community  service  offerings  to  those 
areas  of  the  community  that  request  services  as  well  as  those 
that  have  the  greatest  need. 

In  summary,  I  intend  to  work  continually  with  students, 
staff,  and  community  members  to  keep  this  campus  an  at- 
tractive learning  environment,  realizing  that  I  must  not 
assume  that  people  will  automatically  develop  a  "sense  of 
community,"  but  that  we  must  all  work  toward  perpetuating 
this  goal.

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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  DEAN  OF  ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS 

Please  allow  me  to  take  this  opportunity  to  welcome  you  to 
our  campus  for  the  fall  term,  1975-76.  We  hope  that  your 
educational  experience  with  us  will  be  rewarding  and 
fulfilling.  The  North  Campus  of  BCC  is  fortunate  and  proud  to 
have  an  excellent  academic  staff  to  serve  and  assist  you.  Our 
instructors  are  a  dedicated,  creative  and  concerned  group  of 
people  who  have  as  their  major  goal  the  creation  of  a  learning 
environment  that  will  allow  you  to  meet  your  educational 
goals.  The  department  heads  and  division  chairpersons  are 
unusually  competent,  well  qualified  individuals  who  are 
always  available  to  help  you  with  problems  or  questions 
concerning  the  curriculum  and-or  faculty.  The  staff  is  rounded 
out  by  a  most  helpful  cadre  of  student-oriented  secretaries, 
paraprofessionals  and  other  non-instructional  support  per- 
sons. My  role  as  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  is  to  work  with 
these  people  in  developing  and  implementing  our  total 
curriculum  and  to  supervise  the  instructional  support 
departments  such  as  the  library,  learning  resources  and  the 
registrar's  office. 

When  this  article  was  solicited,  it  was  suggested  that  I 
might  expand  on  my  role  as  a  means  of  acquainting  students 
with  the  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs'  office.  After  reflecting  on 
this  subject  for  some  time,  it  seems  appropriate  to  share  with 
you  some  observations  of  the  critics.  They  have  observed  that 
the  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  provides  the  following  services 
to  students,  faculty  and  staff: 

1.  is  off-campus  whenever  needed; 

2.  refers  student  complaints  to  someone  else; 

3.  refuses  to  recommend  fee  refunds; 

4.  requires  instructors  to  teach  classes  that  are  so  large 
that  it's  humanly  impossible  to  do  a  good  job ; 

5.  provides  inadequate  budgets  for  all  departments; 

6.  cancels  only  those  classes  that  would  fit  into  your 
schedule; 

7.  changes  every  room  assignment  at  least  five  times 
before  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  classes ; 

8.  provides  enough  paperwork  for  department  heads, 
secretaries  and  faculty  so  that  no  one  has  time  for  students; 

9.  spends  most  of  on-campus  hours  on  the  telephone; 

10.  Holds  long  meetings  to  keep  everyone  from  getting 
their  job  done. 


If  you  should  find  during  the  course  of  the  term  that  these 
observations  are  correct,  please  complain  bitterly.  For  it  is  my 
desire  to  be  available  to  students,  faculty  and  staff  to  discuss 
any  issues  or  problems  relating  to  the  academic  program  on 
our  campus.  My  door  is  open  and  I  am  genuinely  interested  in 
being  of  assistance  to  you.

WELCOME  to  Broward  Community  College,  North 
Campus!  I'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  talk  about  student 
"government."  While  students  from  Broward  Community 
College's  Campuses  and  Centers  may  wish  to  get  together  with 
some  collaborative  student  government  efforts,  the  North 
Campus  is,  at  the  moment,  without  a  student  government.  A 
couple  of  reasons  may  be  because  students  feel  we  don't  need  a 
formal  organization  at  this  time  or  because  we  haven't  yet 
found  new  structures  and  procedures  for  meaningful, 
motivating  involvement.  (A  "town  meeting"  format,  possibly 
during  the  Activity  Period,  has  been  mentioned  as  one 
possibility.)  I  see  two  fundamental  questions  related  to  the 
topic  of  student  government  at  a  community  college.  First, 
how  can  we  provide  an  opportunity  for  all  students  (e.g.,  part- 
time,  older,  evening,  etc.)  to  become  involved  in  College- 
Campus  activities  and  to  express  their  viewpoints  and  con- 
cerns? Second,  what  kind  of  student  government  best  serves 
the  commuter  student  (between  his-her  car  and  the 
classroom)?  I  invite  you  to  join  in  the  search  for  answers  to 
these  questions. 

The  College  and  Campus  administrations  listen  to  and 
respect  student  involvement  in  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 
Student  may  see  an  administrator  in  regard  to  any  concern. 
Furthermore,  student  participation  on  numerous  College 
committees  is  solicited.  Student  government,  in  addition  to 
involving  students  in  the  operation  of  the  total  College  and  the 
North  Campus,  and  being  responsible  for  a  three  thousand 
dollar  budget,  also  affords  students  an  excellent  opportunity  to 
examine  and  enhance  their  leadership  skills-attitudes-values. 
To  be  a  leader  is  to  be  involved  in  a  continual  learning  process 
about  your  impact  on  others.  Furthermore,  group  members 
are  in  leadership  positions  just  as  much  as  the  elected  or  ap- 
pointed leader.  What  I'm  trying  to  say  is  that  you  don't  have  to 
have  "all  the  answers"  or  be  an  experienced  "leader"  to  get 
involved,  to  learn  more  about  leadership.  Whether  through 
student  government,  clubs,  groups,  organizations,  athletics,  or 
Activity  Period  planning  and  implementation,  I  invite  you  to 
become  involved  in  an  applied  leadership  learning  experience. 

Plans  were  made  in  the  spring  to  hold  a  student  govern- 
ment election  in  the  middle  of  September.  The  thinking  to  date 
has  been  that  participation  in  student  government  will  be  open 
to  all  interested  students,  where  each  can  represent  himself- 
herself,  and  elect  a  Chairperson-Vice-Chairperson  ticket.  The 
positions  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  will  be  appointed.  If  you 
would  like  to  team  up  with  another  student  to  file  for  the 
Chairperson-Vice-Chairperson  election,  please  sign  up  in  the 
Student  Development  Of fice  (BIdg.  3)  by  4:00  p.m.,  September 
5,  1975. 

Broward  Community  College  offers  students  many  out-of- 
class  learning  opportunities.  I'd  once  again  like  to  invite  you  to 
participate  in  accordance  with  your  learning-career  ob- 
jectives. Lastly,  I'd  like  to  extend  my  very  best  wishes  for  a 
most  rewarding  relationship  with  Broward  Community 
College.

FROM  THE  REGISTRAR'S  OFFICE 

WELCOME  AND  CONGRATULATIONS!!!  You  have 
finally  made  it  through  the  admissions  and  registration 
process.  Thank  you  for  being  so  patient  with  us  and  we  hope 
you  now  have  a  reasonable  class  schedule  to  meet  your  needs. 
There  are  a  few  things  we  would  like  to  remind  you  of  regar- 
ding your  enrollment  at  Broward  Community  College. 

FIRST  —  Remember  that  your  "contract"  with  the  college 
is  the  catalog.  Use  it  to  stay  aware  of  various  CUT-OFF- 
DATES,  program  requirements,  and  college  regulations.  If 
you  need  any  explanation,  don't  hesitate  to  call  and  ask.  For 
example,  THE  LAST  DAY  TO  OBTAIN  A  REFUND  FOR  A 
COMPLETE  WITHDRAWAL  FROM  COLLEGE  WITH  AN  80 
PCT.  REFUND  OF  FEES  IS  SEPTEMBER  12th  FOR  TERM 

SECOND  —  YOU  are  responsible  for  your  enrollment  in 
classes.  Check  that  your  name  appears  on  your  instructors' 
class-rolls  as  early  as  possible.  Our  job  is  to  try  to  keep  your 
records  correct  and  if  you  find  a  problem,  let  us  try  to  help  you 
correct  it. 

THIRD  —  If  you  decide  not  to  attend  a  class  anymore,  it  is 
YOUR  responsibility  to  officially  DROP  the  class  through  our 
office.  If  the  INSTRUCTOR  has  to  drop  you,  it  will  cost  YOU 
$5.00  for  each  class  dropped. 


Finally,  be  sure  that  your  final  transcript  from  your  high 
school-or  previous  college  are  being  sent  to  us  at  north  cam- 
pus; otherwise  you  will  have  a  problem  registering  next  term 
and  your  grades  will  be  withheld. 

Have  you  been  confused  yet  by  some  of  the  WORDS  and 
terms  used  by  us?  Let's  get  you  started  on  the  right  foot  by 
defining  some  of  these  phrases  you  will  hear  from  us  most 
frequently. 

1.  SCHEDULE  —  FEE  SLIP-CARD  —  I.D.  —  RECEIPT:  all  of 

these  phrases  describe  the  important  piece  of  paper  you 
receive  upon  payment  of  fees  at  the  Bursars'  office.  DO 
NOT  LOSE  OR  DESTROY  IT.  Keep  it  with  you  at  all  times, 
(because  we  will  probably  ask  you  for  it  sometime  during 
the  term . )  Your  student  I.D.  number  is  your  social  security 
number. 

2.  COMPUTER  DOWN!!!!    ( OH  NO!!!)  When  you 

hear  this  it  means  our  computer  is  not  working.  If  you  have 
to  wait  over  15  minutes  we  will  give  you  a  raincheck. 

3.  RAIN-CHECK  —  If  you  desire  you  can  leave  your 
registration  or  change  of  schedule  with  us  and  obtain  this 
card.  It  will  assign  you  a  date  to  pick  up  your  completed 
schedule. 

4.  VETERANS —  We  have  a  Veterans'  representative  here  at 

the  campus  registrar's  office  every  Monday  from  8:30  a.m. 

to  4:30  p.m.  who  is  ready  to  give  information  to  you 

regarding  your  benefits. 

Just  remember,  we  in  the  registrars'  office  are  here  to 
help  you  and  will  make  every  attempt  to  do  so.  If  we  are  not 
aware  of  a  problem,  we  can't  help,  SO,  PLEASE  ASK^  "NO 
QUESTION  IS  UNIMPORTANT,  IT'S  JUST  UNAN- 
SWERED." 

Welcome  to  Broward  Community  College,  North  Campus 
and  to  the  City  of  Coconut  Creek.  Students  are  welcome  in  the 
city  as  you  are  part  of  the  total  community.

Specifically  in  the  area  of  career  planning,  you  can  choose 
to  register  for  CPW  100,  Career  Planning  Workshop  for  one  ( 1 ) 
credit  hour,  or  work  individually  with  a  counselor  and  take  a 
series  of  vocational  inventories,  or  learn  how  to  use  the 
vocational  library. 

I  personally  feel  that  a  class  experience  affords  you  the 
best  opportunity  to  explore  your  interests,  skills,  strengths, 
values  and  the  world  of  work.  Finding  our  what  career  you  are 
best  suited  for  is  worth  the  time  and  effort.

SECURITY 

The  Broward  Community  College  Security  Department 
was  established  to  perform  many  different  services  for  both 
the  students  and  the  college. 

In  regards  to  the  students,  the  security  department  feels 
that  the  students  are  by  far  its  main  concern.  While  attending 
classes  their  vehicles  are  being  protected  by  at  least  two 
mobile  units  which  patrol  the  campus  area.  If  at  any  time  any 
student  needs  assistance,  due  to  a  disabled  vehicle,  the 
security  department  is  willing  to  offer  its  assistance.  In  the 
case  of  a  dead  battery  or  keys  locked  with  in  the  vehicle,  the 
security  department  is  equipped  with  the  proper  tools  to 
provide  adequate  means  in  getting  the  student  started  on  his  or 
her  way.  This  is  a  service  that  the  security  department  offers 
at  no  charge  to  the  student.  If  the  security  office  is  unable  to 
help,  he  will  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  someone 
who  can  assist  you. 

The  security  department  operates  24  hours  a  day>7  days  a 
week.  It  is  also  the  security  departments  job  to  prevent  crime 
on  campus.  Routine  buiding  checks  are  performed  daily  as 
well  as  road  patrols.  This  is  one  of  the  many  reasons  why  the 
security  department  maintains  that  all  vehciles  parked  on 
campus  have  a  valid  parking  decal. 

The  security  department  is  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  establish  traffic  and  parking  regulations  and  to 
provide  penalties  for  infractions.  Any  student  who  fails  to 
honor  a  citation  by  the  end  of  the  school  year  will  have  his  or 
her  grades  withheld  until  the  citation  is  paid.  The  security 
department  feels  that  this  is  the  only  way  to  insure  proper 
maintenance  of  a  motor  vehicle  on  campus  by  students,  staff, 
and  faculty  members.  Contrary  to  popular  belief,  traffic  fines 
do  not  go  to  the  security  department.  .All  money  is  turned  over 
to  the  college  and  in  return  is  spent  in  many  different  ways  for 
the  benefit  of  the  students.

Upon  graduation  you 
will  be  commissioned  as  a  second-lieutenant  with  a  starting 
salary  of  $11, 000  plus  all  of  the  service-related  benefits.

MODERN  FOREIGN  LANGUAGES

Physical  education  is  tiiat  part  of  the  college  curriculum 
which  is  concerned  with  the  physical  well-being  of  each 
student.

STUDENT  PROGRAM  TO  ACHIEVE  NEW  SPHERES 

Spans  is  a  program  designed  to  help  high  school  graduates 
with  academic  problems  succeed  at  Broward  Community 
College.  This  program  is  intended  to  assist  the  graduate  to 
develop  and  improve  his  skills  in  order  to  have  a  better  life. 

The  specific  objectives  of  the  Spans  program: 

1.  To  create  a  sense  of  personal  dignity  and  worth. 

2.  To  build  a  realistic  self  concept. 

3.  To  develop  a  sense  of  values  which  enables  one  to  compete  in 

general  society. 

4.  To  enable  the  student  to  acquire  skills  in  communications, 

computations,  human  relations,  human  development,  and 
personal  and  social  planning. 

5.  To  make  possible  a  realistic  self  evaluation  relative  to 

career  opportunities. 

6.  To  assist  inadequately  prepared  high  school  graduates  to  a 

higher  level  of  personal  achievements. 

The  students  in  Spans  will  concentrate  on  the  language 
skills,  reading,  writing,  listening  and  speaking,  mathematics, 
human  relations,  personal  and  social  planning. 

The  spans  program  is  geared  to  last  for  one  term  (sixteen 
weeks).  Students  who  develop  and  exhibit  proficiency  in 
achievement  at  the  end  of  this  term  will  be  eligible  for  regular 
college  courses. 

The  Spans  program  at  Broward  Community  College  has  a 
Director,  Teachers,  Counselors,  and  Volunteer  Aides.  Students 
of  Spans  will  be  accepted  by  the  college  as  regularly  enrolled 
students  but  assigned  to  the  Spans  program. 

There  are  also  sources  of  financial  aid  available,  if  needed.
